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Spring Training: 


Tide Football Is Well On Its Way

First half of spring work 
indicates Tide has better 
skill and more depth 


ne thing about coaches is that 
Oi never see a perfect prac- 

tice or a perfect game, and so 
there always are areas in which there 
can be improvement. Some of the goals 
set for Alabama’s football team this 
spring are not yet close to being met. 
But it's obvious to all that this Crimson 
Tide is well ahead of where Alabama 
was a year ago. 

Bama reached the midway point of 
spring practice and spring break for The 
University in late March, finishing up 
with the first of three spring scrim- 
mages. Another scrimmage is scheduled 
for April 8 and then Bama will wind up 
spring practice with the annual A-Day 
Game on April 15. 

Alabama Head Coach Mike DuBose 
and his staff have made ongoing evalua- 
tions of the Crimson Tide. At the end of 
the scrimmage marking the first half of 
drills, DuBose said, “We still have a lot 
of work to do. But, after the seventh 
practice of the spring and the fifth in full 
gear, we are way ahead of where we 
were last year.” Alabama is coming off a 
10-3 season in which Bama won the 
Southeastern Conference championship 
and finished eighth in the nation. 

The areas of concern prior to the be- 
ginning of spring practice will be the 
areas of concern when Bama resumes 
practice, and perhaps when the Tide re- 
turns to the practice field next August. 
They are: 

On offense, developing depth in the 
offensive line. 

On defense, developing depth in the 
defensive line and determining a middle 
linebacker. 

In the kicking game, determining a 
place-kicker. 

There are other matters, to be sure.

hat said, fan interest continues to 
| rest primarily at the quarterback 
position, It’s as it ended last fall, a 
two-man race with both men exception- 
al. The difference this year is that Bama 
will abandon the scheme of rotating se- 
ries and go with a number one quarter- 
back about 70 per cent of the time and a 
number two the remainder. The secret 
to finding number one is the “separa- 
tion” DuBose expects between them, al- 
though the Tide head coach doesn't 
think it is likely that separation will 
come this spring. 

In the final scrimmage, Zow was clear- 
ly the best statistically, but DuBose said 
he thought the two were about equal in 
what was being asked of them. The 
coach noted that Zow’ statistics (17 of 
25 completions for 225 yards and one 
touchdown) were boosted by the play of 
some others, such as Jason McAddley 
taking a short pass and showing alter- 
burner-speed in turning a short gain 
into a 70-yard play. Additionally, one of 
Watts’ strengths, the scramble, is taken 
away in a scrimmage because officials 
blow the whistle whenever a defender 
gets close to the quarterback. (However, 
there were a few times the whistle didn't 
blow quickly enough, particularly on 
sacks by Kenny King, Kindal Moorehead 
and Jarret Johnson). Watts completed 
seven of 14 passes for 78 yards. Watts 
also suffered a blindside sack that result- 
ed in a fumble that was returned 56 
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sometimes used at more than one position.

yards for a touchdown by Reggie Myles 
and Watts was intercepted, although it 
was an excellent play by Kecalf Bailey 
that knocked a perfect pass loose, to be 
snared by Chris Horne. 

Another area where the coaches are 
pleased and the fans are curious is tail- 
back. Although Bohanon is out and will 
be a factor in August, the three spring 
running backs all show aggressiveness 
in turning up field and in finding run- 
ning room. The depth chart order in the 
scrimmage was Ahmaad Galloway (who 
had 16 rushes for 105 yards and two 
touchdowns), Santonio Beard (13 car- 
ries for 60 yards and one touchdown), 
and Brandon Miree (15 carries for 73 
yards and two touchdowns). DuBose 
said, “They are all a little different. I 
think we've got to use all of them. I 
don't see us being a one-tailback team 
like we were with Shaun (Alexander).” 

Fullback is not going to be a major 
running position, but Dustin McClin- 
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tock (who appears to have shed 20 or so 
pounds from the 271 he carried last sea- 
son) is a blocking bull, and Jeremy 
Walker, who moved over from middle 
linebacker, appears to be out of a similar 
mold. 

Wide receiver is no problem. Jason 
McAddley had a rush, one carry for 18 
yards, and he was the leading receiver in 
the scrimmage with four catches for 127 
yards. DuBose said, “I think we've got 
three wide receivers who can make a dif- 
ference. Everyone knows about Freddie 
Milons and I think Antonio Carter can 
be a big play guy and Jason McAddley 
has really come on.” Milons had three 
catches for only 29 yards, but his ex- 
traordinary elusiveness kept it from 
being minus yardage. Carter had two 
catches for 30 yards. Brandon Greer 
showed the ability to get open and made 
two grabs for 34 yards. 

Alabama wants to run a lot of two- 
tight end offense (sometimes with two 


backs and one wide receiver, sometimes 
with one back and two wide receivers, 
sometimes with a so-called “empty set,” 
no running backs and three wide re- 
ceivers. A problem? Bama has only three 
tight ends. The good news? Terry Jones 
looks ready to have a breakout year. 
Shaun Draper is very much a man 
blocking and capable of making the 
catch and run. And Theo Sanders has 
improved. 

The good news is that Bama returns 
every offensive lineman who started in 
the Orange Bowl against Michigan. 
Some might also call that the bad news, 
but the fact is Dante Ellington, who had 
started all year at right tackle, had to 
move into Chris Samuels’ spot at left 
tackle and he showed understandable 
weakness at a new position. And be- 
cause Bama had played virtually no 
back-up offensive linemen during the 
year, right tackle was manned by pure 
rookies. Lannis Baxley did most of the 
playing, ahead of Bart Raulston, and that 
depth chart continues. 

Ellington is making great strides at left 
tackle. He's no Samuels yet, but Samuels 
wasn't a number one draft choice follow- 
ing his freshman fall. Baxley is coming 
along at right tackle. The middle in- 
cludes a returning All-SEC center in 
Paul Hogan and All-SEC candidates in 
Griff Redmill at left guard and Will 
Cuthbert at right guard. 

While DuBose is committed to playing 
back-up linemen, the caveat is that they 
have to give the effort that convinces 
him they have earned playing time. “I 
want to see if they are going to com- 
pete,” he said. “We've been practicing 
like their attitude is ‘We're not first 
team, so we're not going to play.’ If 
they'll compete like they're first team, 
they'll get a chance to play.” DuBose in- 
sists that he wants to play a second of 
fensive line. “Two things have to hap- 
pen,” he said. “They have to compete 
and [ have to commit to doing it.” He 
said that Alonzo Ephraim should be 
close to Paul Hogan at center, that 
Dennis Alexander should be close to 
Will Cuthbert at right guard, and that 
Bart Raulston should be close to Lannis 
Baxley at right tackle. “But they're not,” 
he said. 
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DuBose said that Matt Lomax, who is 
listed as a back-up left guard, “needs to 
get some more work, and we may look 
at him at right tackle.” 

So much olf the kicking game depends 
on having an entire squad on campus 
because extra linebacker-types are need- 
ed in the coverage and return game. As a 
result, the overall kicking game gets vir- 
tually no work. However, DuBose has 
taken an interest in place-kicking. There 
have been times this year when he said 
he felt like giving up on the kick and 
just going for it on fourth down or extra 
point. But in the final scrimmage he saw 
some positive work from both Chris 
Kemp, who has been the most consis- 
tent, and Danny Haynes, who has a 
much stronger leg,

labama has the ingredients to be 
A: excellent squad defensively, if 

not now, at least by fall. It starts 
up front and Kindal Moorehead has 
been, as DuBose noted a few times, “un- 
blockable.” Jarret Johnson has also 
shown great improvement in his sopho- 
more year. Although Sam Matthews 
hasn't been able to participate in full 
contact work as he recovers from 
surgery, he has shown an excellent atti- 
tude and has been impressive in the 
non-contact work. But the biggest sur- 
prise on defense has been the play of 
tackle Kelvis White. At the end of last 
season, many would have expected 
White, who has had a number of in- 
Juries, to call it a career and get his de- 
gree. Instead he seems to be determined 
to be a factor in the defensive line rota- 
tion next fall. With that performance, 
and knowing the way that Kenny Smith 
and Kenny King can play, the Tide is 
just a little help away from the incoming 
class from being outstanding. 

Another big surprise is the perfor- 
mance of Victor Ellis at middle lineback- 
er. Ellis got a little playing time last year, 
but almost everyone expected incoming 
junior college transfer Aries Monroe to 
walk in and take the job.

Defections 

Two members of the Tide football 
team elected to give up the sport, at least 
at Alabama, this spring. 

Offensive lineman Kenric Lott was 
considered the top junior college offen- 
sive line prospect in the nation by many 
when he signed with Alabama prior to 
the 1998 season. Lott was redshirted in 
that first year, then saw action in only 
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one game, a total of six plays, last year. 
He could transfer to a lower division 
school and continue to play and there 
have been rumors that he will end up at 
Troy State. 

Quarterback Josh Parker showed up at 
Bama last fall as a freshman with a knee 
problem. He underwent surgery, missing 
most fall work. During the off-season 
program he reinjured the knee in the 
weight room and was facing more 
surgery. 


Football Transfer 

Former Georgia offensive lineman 
Keith Stephens of Columbus, Georgia, 
told his hometown newspaper he plans 
to enroll at Alabama and try to earn a 
scholarship with the Crimson Tide. 
Stephens lelt Georgia alter the Bulldogs’ 
Outback Bowl victory over Purdue. 

Coming out of Shaw High School two 
years ago, Stephens was recruited by 
Alabama before he signed with Georgia. 
He plans to enroll at Alabama for sum- 
mer semester and begin his football ca- 
reer there as a walk-on. 

Stephens will have to sit out the 2000 
season, then would have two years of el- 
igibility beginning with the 2001 year. 

“Alabama is going to give me another 
chance for me to prove to myself that I 
can play college football,” Stephens said. 

Stephens disputed reports that aca- 
demics forced him to leave Georgia. 
“No, not at all,” he said. “If that was the 
case, | wouldn't have been able to play 
in the bowl game.” Two Georgia players, 
defensive back Jeff Harris and linebacker 
Jessie Miller, were kept out of the bowl 
game for academic reasons. 

Stephens (6-1, 330) played on special 
teams last season but did not break into 
the playing rotation at offensive guard. 


Football Recruiting 

Although the 2000 football recruiting 
“season” has ended, it’s still interesting 
to Alabama [ollowers. Pigskin Preps, a 
recruiting publication ($40 per year, 
PO. Box 293, Trinity, AL 35673), select- 
ed a Sweet 16 of top prospects from 
each Southern state this year. Alabama 
did very well in signing from that group. 

In Alabama, the Tide got the top three 
prospects (Mac Tyler, Antwan Odom 
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and Anthony Bryant), as well as six and 
seven (Triandos Luke and Wesley Britt) 
and number 11 (Matthew Sanders). 

Bama also got the Lop prospect in 
Arkansas (Harold James) and in 
Tennessee (Albert Means, who was 
named Southern Player of the Year), as 
well as number 16 from Tennessee 
(Donnie Lowe). 

In Georgia, Bama landed four and five 
(Justin Smiley and Maurice Mitchell), 
while in Mississippi the Tide got five 
and six (Thurman Ward and Cornelius 
Wortham). Brooks Daniels was listed 
number 12 in Florida.

Samuels, tailback Shaun Alexander, and 
defensive tackle Cornelius Griffin, pro 
scouts looked at a handful of other 
Tiders who have just completed their 
eligibility, one Tider who finished his el- 
igibility a year earlier. and the brother of 
a current Bama player who finished his 
eligibility at Duke.

Other current seniors tested were 
linebacker Gary Barnes, wide receiver 
Shamari Buchanan, defensive lineman 
Jamie Carter, defensive lineman Reggie 
Grimes, linebacker Canary Knight, of- 
fensive lineman Jason McDonald, and 
linebacker Miguel Merritt.

Glance helps gridders, 
and Tide football players 
help Bama track team 


labama Head Track and Field Coach 
Anes Glance knows a great place to 

find athletes, but even though it’s 
only about a 10-second dash away, Glance 
doesn’t go there. Unless invited. “There” is 
the Thomas Field practice facility, where 
strong, fast players perform for the Crimson 
Tide football team. 

“I'm not going to recruit out of our foot- 
ball program,” Glance said. “But if Mike 
(Head Football Coach Mike DuBose) or any 
other coach thinks I can help his or her ath- 
letes, | want to do that.” 

This is one of those win-win situations. 
Glance, who just coached his Crimson Tide

men’s team to a fifth place national finish in 
indoor competition, is happy to add former 
prep track and field stars from other sports, 
such as football. Track, like most sports, has 
to be miserly with its scholarships. Getting a 
few free performers who are capable of scor- 
ing in meets is a bonus for Glance. 

In return, the football players get extra 
conditioning work, technical help in their 
running, and, perhaps. a boost of confidence 
that spreads over to his primary sport. 

It is not news when a college athlete par- 
ticipates in more than one sport, but 
Alabama has been less active than some of 
its competitors in having football players 
with the track team. Glance notes that 
Bama’s top competition in the Southeastern 
Conference, Florida and Tennessee, have 
traditionally had a number of track stars 
borrowed from the football team. Indeed, 
Tennessee has a decades old tradition of 
seeking out prep stars who are both track 
sprinters and football wide receivers. 

This year when Bama opened its outdoor 
track and field season with a convincing vic- 


tory over Georgia, Mississippi State and 
LSU, among the Crimson Tide competitors 
were cornerback Shontua Ray and wide re- 
ceiver Jason McAddley from the Bama foot- 
ball team. Ray competed in the 100-meter 
dash (he was a two-time state champion and 
record-holder in that event at Montevallo 
High School) and McAddley ran the 110- 
meter hurdles (he was a top hurdler and also 
state champion in the decathlon in his prep 
days at Oak Ridge in Tennessee). And Ray 
ran the second leg, McAddley the third on 
the Tide’s 4x100 relay team. After the meet, 
Glance said, “Considering the limited 
amount of practice time they have had, 
Jason and Shontua did an excellent job.” 

DuBose gives his blessing to the arrange- 
ment. In fact, DuBose said, “If Harvey needs 
them for a meet, we'll excuse them from 
(football) practice.” 

While one concern is whether an athlete 
can successfully participate in two sports, 
DuBose considers it a benefit for the players. 
“We can only have them eight hours a week 
for football,” DuBose said. “But then they

crease their speed. 
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have time with Harvey, which can only 
make them better.” 

Beyond athletic benefits, DuBose believes 
that McAddley gained a lot of confidence 
from his track success in 1999, confidence 
that spilled over into his football career. “I’m 
anxious to see if it helps Shontua, too,” 
DuBose said. 

Glance is sure that success on the track 
provides confidence on the football field. 
“Jason saw last year that he could run with 
the best, men who are full-time track men. 
He knows if he can run with them, he can 
get open against the fastest defensive backs, 
I think it was obvious last fall that Jason had 
benefitted from being out with us,” 

There is necessary cooperation among 
coaches with athletes participating in two 
sports. Glance said, “The (football) position 
coaches work with us in preserving their 
legs. Track skills and football skills and 
weight training are similar in both sports, so 
the key is enabling the athlete to be effi- 
cient.” 

Glance added, “It's tough for the athlete. 
He's really micro-managed by the football 
coaches and by me in order for him to be 
able to perform at the highest level.” 


Ithough Glance does not, as he said, 

recruit from the football team, he 

watches it very closely. “I've been 
very impressed with Mike's recruiting,” 
Glance said. “He's adding a lot of speed to 
his football team.” 

Additionally, Glance said, “When I go to a 
(football) game, I'm not watching the passes 
and the blocks and the tackles. I’m watching 
how guys run and thinking about whether I 
can help them.” Football is not the only 
sport who has sent athletes to Glance for 
special work. He’s worked with a handful of 
performers from several men’s and women's 
sports. “I do it to help the athlete and to 
help The University,” he said. 

Although it is helpful for Glance if the 
players elect to participate in track, he has 
also worked with some who are not on the 
track team. Players as different as wide re- 
ceiver Freddie Milons and defensive line- 
man Kenny King have benefitted from work 
with the track team, 

One might expect a Kenny King type to be 
with the shot put or discus coach. But, 
Glance said, “Kenny has been over a little to 
work on his start. You need the same explo- 
siveness coming out of the blocks as you do 
coming out of your stance.” He noted that 
Milons has very quick feet, but did not have 
track speed. He spent some time during the 
off-season working with the track team and, 
Glance said, “When he left here, he looked 
like a track guy.” 

Glance said, “We don't bring anyone over 
here that we don’t think we can help be bet- 
ter in both football and track.” He added, 
“There are a lot of football players who 
could help us and a lot of football players 
we could help, but the player has to make 
the call. He has to want to do it.” 
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Glance is pleased that Ray elected to join 
the track team. “Some things aren't taught,” 
Glance said. “Shontua may not look like he’s 
fast because he's so big at about 210 pounds, 
but he's got world-class speed. He was close 
to 200 pounds when he was in high school 
and he set the state record in the sprints.” 

McAddley said, “A lot of guys have natural 
speed, but track training makes you faster. 
You learn how to gain ground. 1 may not 
look as fast as a guy with quick feet, but it's 
because I’m a lot more fluid than he is. And 
that helps me run good (pass) routes,” 

McAddley cites the three Cs as benefits 
from track participation: Coordination, 
which is the technique of running more 
smoothly and efficiently. Conditioning. “You 
never run more than 100 yards in football, 
but thats not the case in track,” he said. And 
Confidence, “I was a little inumidated when 
I first went out on the track last year be- 
cause | was going against track guys, but | 
saw I could compete with the best and that's 
a big boost for an athlete,” McAddley said. 

Glance said, “I think when a football play- 
er comes out for track, there's an excellent 
chance he’s going to discover athletic skills 
he didn’t know he had.” 

Glance said that a player can increase his 
speed. He said the factors that go into in- 
creasing an athletes speed are flexibility and 
strength. The Tide track coach said that 
Terry Jones and his staff in the strength and 
conditioning area “do a great job.” A third 
factor is technique and, Glance said, “That's 
what I coach. And once we get them in the 
correct technique we have to make sure they 
don’t revert to bad habits.” 

McAddley knows that he goes against the 
best in the SEC. “I was 10th in the (60- 
meter high) hurdles at the SEC Indoor,” he 
said, “But my time would have been third in 
the Big Ten.” 

MeAddley helped Bama score in the con- 
ference meet in the 4x400 relay, Even 
though he had not run that distance or pre- 
pared for it, when the Tide came down with 
a late injury, McAddley volunteered to take a 
leg. His performance helped Alabama to a 
surprising fifth place finish. “I hadn’t run 
that far since high school,” McAddley said. 

Glance said, “That's something a [football 
player brings to track. He wasn't ready phys- 
ically, but he was mentally. He was going to 
give his best. And he looks forward to com- 
peting against the best. An Alabama football 
player doesn’t shy away from competition. 
He's excited about it. Jason is the kind of 
guy who wants to get the long bomb (in 
football), but he also wants to get the ball 
underneath and take it through traffic for 80 
yards. And he brings that to the track, 

“Football players are aggressive, where 
track guys traditionally are more laid back. I 
like having football players bring that ag- 
gressive attitude to our track team. A [oot- 
ball player is competitive because he is com- 
peting every day. Not just against the guy on 
the other side of the line, but he’s competing 
for his position every day in practice.” 
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Dante Ellington: 
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Success Comes At VERY Early Age

After excellent freshman year, he'll attempt to fill shoes of All-America Chris Samuels 


hen the Alabama [ootball team 
takes the field for A-Day on 
April 15, the natural evolution 


of inexperienced players taking the next 
step toward being capable contributors 
will be in full force. Consider an influx of 
impact freshmen last season and another 
strong incoming class, balanced with the 
loss of All-America tailback Shaun 
Alexander and Outland Trophy winner 
Chris Samuels to graduation this season, 
and the expectations of the future remain 
as high as ever. 

The Crimson Tide's youth has figured as 
a foundation for the immediate future and 
beyond, but for Dante Ellington, the con- 
cept of youth is ridiculous. You see, 
Bama’s 6-6, 330-pound sophomore tackle 
just had his fifth birthday. That's because 
he was born on Leap Day, February 29, 
1980, 

“l used to get teased a little bit when I 
was younger, but | came to terms with it. 
I'm five years ald and I’m loving it. There's 
something special to be born on that day 
because not many people are,” said 
Ellington, who is actually 20, “It was the 
same old celebration this year. I called the 
folks and the people here helped me cele- 
brate a little bit. Some were making jokes, 
but it's all in good fun,” 

It was also fun on the field for 
Ellington, who started 12 games for the 
SEC champions at right tackle as a fresh- 
man last season before moving to left 
tackle in place of Samuels, who was out 
with a leg injury, for the Orange Bowl. 
Ellington’s freshman season exceeded the 
achievements of Samuels’ first year and 
the Leighton, Alabama, native will replace 
the All-America on the line at left tackle 
this fall. 

Replacing Samuels, considered the na- 
tion’s best collegiate offensive lineman and 
projected to go as high as third overall in 
this month's NFL draft, will be a challenge 
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for Ellington, who is the same height but 
20 to 30 pounds heavier. “You have to feel 
the pressure, but it’s like with Shaun 
Alexander leaving and one of the other 
running backs has to step up,” Ellington 
said. “1 feel the same way, but | think I can 
do it. | have to get my weight down and get 
stronger. | have to work on my quickness 
to get to his level, He has all of the things 
that you would want out of a left tackle, | 
see myself working toward that, just get- 
ting ready to be like him, and I hope | have 
another chance to talk with him soon.” 

Heavily recruited out of Colbert County 
High School where he was a SuperPrep 
and Parade All-America at left guard while 
also moonlighting on defense, Ellington 
had actually considered Auburn as one of 
his top choices, while Georgia, Mississippi 
State and Kentucky were among the other 
SEC schools knocking on his door. 
Ellington said the recruiting process was 
“tough,” but in the end selected Bama. 

Of course, when making those tough 
choices, it doesn't hurt to have a Tide bas- 
ketball legend in the family. Ellington’s 
uncle is Leon Douglas, a two-time All- 
America for the Tide during his career 
from 1973-76, Douglas averaged 17.2 
points and 11.5 rebounds a game before 
he was drafted into the NBA as the fourth 
pick in 1976 and played in the league for 
seven seasons. Despite success with the 
Tide in his family, Ellington said his uncle 
wasn't a driving factor in his decision to 
play for Alabama. 

“He talked to me a few times about 
Alabama,” Ellington said. “He came down 
io my house and told me how great a time 
he had here, and how much fun ['ll have 
playing here and all the benefits after you 
leave. But | don’t think there was one de- 
ciding factor to choose, but there were in- 
tangibles that set Alabama apart. | just 
had to take that into consideration and 
make my decision on that.” 


ot long after he made his decision 
Ne join Alabama, Ellington 

worked his way to the top of the 
depth chart at right tackle. When 
Alabama’s first game of the year arrived 
against Vanderbilt, Ellington was a starter, 
becoming only the seventh true freshman 
to start for the Crimson Tide since eligi- 
bility was granted to first-year players in 
1973. “I was one of the few that have ac- 
tually done it, and it was a big honor for 
me, but there are guys coming in next 
year who can do the same if they just 
work as hard,” Ellington said. 

Ellington's adjustment to the college 
game had to take place more quickly than 
it does for most. He admitted being ner- 
vous for the Vandy game. “In my first 
game 1 came in and | was really nervous 
and shaking, but after the first hit all of 
the butterflies go away,” Ellington said. 
“Coming in from high school, the speed 
of the game was a lot faster. You have to 
contend with big offensive linemen who 
are just as big as you are and you have to 
be tough in there.” 

While Samuels started in the last seven 
games as a redshirt freshman in 1996 and 
witnessed 532 snaps on the line, Ellington 
was on the field for 865 snaps, or just 
over 71 a game, without benefit of a red- 
shirt season, 

“T loved it. It was one of the best things 
to ever happen to me; getting that chance 
to come in and play right way, let alone 
being able to start,” said Ellington, who 
offered praise for his fellow linemen who 
helped him adjust. “I talked to Chris 
(Samuels) a lot because he was my room- 
mate (in hotels) during the season, but all 
of the offensive linemen helped me. Being 
on (returning senior) Will Cuthbert side, 
I relied on him a lot to help me make the 
call. 1 give a lot of credit to him.” 

But it wasn’t all smooth sailing for 
Ellington, With Samuels owt for the 
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Dante Ellington was a Freshman All-Southeastern Conference performer last year as he was a 13-game 


starter in his first year out of high school. 


Orange Bowl, Ellington made the shift 
from right tackle to left tackle, a move he 
figured would be simple, but a shuffling 
on the line turned out to be a little painful 
in the 35-34 overtime loss to Michigan. 
“It was tough,” Ellington said. “I thought 
it was going to be kind of easy just putting 
your hand down, but it is a whole different

atmosphere because the players and the 
plays are going a different way. And on the 
blindside, you have to protect the quarter- 
back so there’s a lot of pressure.” 

But even with the pressure and without 
an Alabama win, Ellington said he knows 
that game has helped him moving into his 
first spring practice season and his sopho- 


more season. “That helped me a lot to 
have that game and coming in this season 
at left tackle,” he said. “Getting that game 
experience and knowing what it is like 
helped me in huge amounts.” Ellington 
also should benefit from the rigorous 
practice sessions the Tide had prior to the 
Orange Bowl in which he got his first 
taste of left tackle work. 

Ellington’s next chance to show Tide 
fans what he’s got, and to perhaps atone 
for his inexperience at left tackle in 
Alabama’s bowl game, will be at A-Day, 
where the quest for another visit to the 
Orange Bowl-site of this year’s national 
championship game-begins. 

“I hope to ink myself in at that left tack- 
le spot and to get my weight down to 
around 315 for the fall and get my 
strength up,” said Ellington, who is 
backed by junior Shaun Williams and se- 
nior Kenric Lott who were both practice 
squad players last fall. “As a team, one of 
our main goals is to go back to Miami and 
get back to that national championship 
spot. We were so close last year, with a 
few close finishes and a few close plays.” 

And he said he wants the pressure of the 
position following one of the best players 
in school history, surprisingly saying so 
without mentioning the big shoes he has to 
fill. “There has to be more pressure on us 
because not many people can come in and 
replace such a great player of Shaun 
(Alexander)’s caliber. Its my duty to help 
them along the way, and that goes for the 
quarterbacks, too,” Ellington said. “On the 
offensive line whenever anybody says, 
‘You've got a good passing game,’ or talks 
about how good the running game is, that’s 
my compliment and | take it like that.” 

Of course, with a solid start to a college 
career and team success already set in mo- 
tion, Ellington has already had to field the 
question of whether he will complete his 
four years of eligibility or attempt 
professional football early. 

“I have talked with my family over and 
over, because when I was starting as a 
freshman there was talk that I could go 
early,” he said. “But I think I am going to 
stay the full four years. | want to grow as 
a person. And | want to get my school 
work done as well as get things done on 
the football field.” 

So, in other words, a rookie season in 
the NFL can wait-perhaps until his sixth 
birthday. 
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Position 
Gets Top 
Priority

Victor Ellis and Aries 
Monroe are candidates 
while Constant mends 


ince the 1950s when a then young Tom 

Landry helped install the first 4-3 de- 

fense for the National Football League's 
New York Giants, the middle linebacker po- 
sition has been a key component of success- 
ful football teams. That's a point not lost on 
Alabama's coaching brain trust. 

In fact, the Tide has a long history of ex- 
cellent linebacking play. And as the "99 sea- 
son began, one pleasant surprise was found 
inside at the ‘Mike’ position where Marvin 
Constant-with 243 pounds of chiseled mus- 
cle spread over a 6-1 frame-appeared to 
have solidified the job for years to come. But 
a devastating season-ending (and career- 
threatening) knee injury in the LSU game 
put an end to that confidence and makes 
middle linebacker one of the most-watched 
positions this spring. In order for Alabama 
to have any realistic hope of repeating its 
championship run, someone must step for- 
ward on the inside. 

Fortunately, because of a recent influx of 
outstanding talent, Tide Head Coach Mike 
DuBose isn’t overly concerned. “At this 
point I don’t know for certain who our 
starter will be,” he said. “But I’m not wor- 
ried about the talent. There’s no question 
that we have quality players at the position. 
Of course I'd like to have Marvin back, and 
he may be out there in the fall. But right 
now our attitude towards that is it would be 
icing on the cake. We're going to give him as 
much time as he needs to get healthy.

Frankly, I’m anxious to see Aries (Monroe), 
to see if he plays the game as well as he 
looked in the off-season program.” 

That's a desire shared by most Tide fans 
who have followed the youngster’s career 
since leaving high school-a journey that in- 
volved a forced detour. Monroe originally 
signed with Alabama, but was forced to take 
the junior college route when he didn’t quali- 
fy. However, Tide coaches stayed in touch 
and followed his progress. And finally, after 
earning Junior College All-America status, 
the highly touted linebacker is now on cam- 
pus and in spring practice. “I’m about 6-3, 
235 to 240 pounds, and | think I’m still 
growing, getting stronger and faster,” is how 
Monroe described himself. “In junior college 
I mainly played at defensive end to use my 
speed and strength coming off the corner. I’m 
a very aggressive player; I know that much. I 
react quickly and attack the ball. That's pretty 
much my game. Go get the ball.” 

A versatile athlete capable of playing sev- 
eral positions, Tide coaches hope Monroe 
can help fill the hole that exists at middle 
linebacker. “We feel like Aries Monroe is a 
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great talent,” said Tide Defensive Coordi- 
nator Ellis Johnson. “He could come in and 
answer the question (at middle linebacker) 
real quickly. We’re putting Aries behind 
Victor (Ellis) initially and see if he can take 
that job. Aries is a very physical, contact 
player with great speed. He just hasn't done 
it yet on the grass.” 

Demonstrating what he can do at middle 
linebacker on the practice field is exactly 
what Monroe intends to do this spring. “I see 
the middle linebacker spot as mine to go out 
and capture,” he said. “That's what I’m shoot- 
ing for. I'm looking forward to the chance of 
proving what | can do to the coaches, espe- 
cially Coach Johnson. I’ve played middle 
linebacker before. It was my position in high 
school, Now that I’m back in it, it feels com- 
fortable. The coaches have told me that 
they're counting on my speed, my strength 
and my ability to get to the ball.” 


etting to the ball is precisely the thing 
G" running mate (and sometimes 
middle linebacker) Saleem Rasheed 
does best. When Constant was injured in the 


midst of last season, the coaches determined 
to put their best three linebackers on the 
field, and Rasheed was the one asked to move 
from his outside position to take over in the 
middle. His performance during subsequent 
games was one of the keys to Alabama's drive 
to the Southeastern Conference champi- 
onship. “I was fortunate to be able to adapt to 
play on the inside when Marvin was injured,” 
Rasheed said. “And I think I played fairly 
well. Having to switch positions was tough, 
but I was pleased with the way I handled the 
situation.” 

Apparently not quite pleased enough, 
though, to want to stay in the position on a 
permanent basis. “I am a lot more comfort- 
able outside,” Rasheed admitted. “I feel like 
it comes more natural to me. That's where | 
played throughout high school and at the 
beginning of my collegiate career. I’m able to 
be more fluid and comfortable on the out- 
side.” 

Of course as his play last season demon- 
strated, Rasheed is willing to do what's best 
for the team. But for now, his coaches hope 
to keep him outside—knowing that he’s avail- 
able if needed. “Saleem is a player who 
could play inside or outside,” Johnson ex- 
plained. “He's a very physical, contact player 
who's smart enough, physical enough and 
fast enough that he can play any spot we 
have. But he likes outside and | think he's a 
little more effective there.” 


ith Rasheed sliding back over to 
outside linebacker, Victor Ellis, 
who performed well in a backup 


role last year, began spring drills atop the 
depth chart on the inside. Many fans saw 
that as merely a temporary designation at 
best, but Ellis doesn’t concern himself with 
it one way or another. “I appreciate the fact 
that I was listed number one going into the 
spring,” Ellis said. “But that doesn’t mean as 
much as it says. I'd rather earn it than have 
it given to me. Competition is only good. 
Nobody wants something just given to 
them. If that happens, then you can take it 
for granted. Competition pushes you to 
where you want to be better than the next 
person. So | fully intend to take advantage of 
the opportunity.” 

Ellis arrived on campus as a true freshman 
frankly undersized for linebacker, having 
played safety in high school. But he has 
worked diligently to add the size and 
strength necessary to play the position. “I've 
been working real hard in the weight room 
trying to bulk up,” he said. “So far I’ve put 
on about 15 pounds of muscle. | think I 
proved last year that I’m big enough and 
strong enough to play middle linebacker. 
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Now its just all about going out and doing 
it. I've only got one goal for spring practice. 
1 want to go as hard as | can to set the tone, 
and I want to come out of spring as the 
starter.” 


ries Monroe? Saleem Rasheed? 
Aw Ellis? Or possibly some com- 

bination? Who will start at middle 
linebacker for Alabama in 2000? That’s obvi- 
ously the question on the minds of many 
Bama fans. But the Tide coaches are asking a 
slightly different question. For them, it’s not 
a matter of one, but of three. 

“We want to find out who our top three 
athletes are,” said Inside Linebackers Coach 
Jeff Rouzie. “In the spring you're always 
looking to find your best football players. 
Right now we're trying to find out those top 
three, and who can play behind them, 
Regardless of who plays where, we'll put our 
best three guys on the field.” 

Clearly, ‘Plan A is for Aries Monroe and 
Victor Ellis together to handle middle 
linebacker with Saleem Rasheed moving 
outside. However, Jeremy Walker represents 
a valuable insurance policy in case of trou- 
ble. When Constant went down last season, 
the coaches asked Walker to move over 
from fullback. His stay on defense wasn't 
long, but the defensive coaches saw enough 
to appreciate his potential at the position. 
And heading into spring practice, Walker 
had two position coaches clamoring for his 
services. He began at fullback where the sus- 
pension of Marvin Brown has left a void. But 
later in the spring he was also expected to 
get work at middle linebacker. 

Young Walker responds to his sudden 
‘popularity’ with a bemused smile. He's will- 
ing to play either position, so long as it 
means a chance to perform. “I genuinely 
don't have a preference between fullback 
and middle linebacker,” Walker claimed. “I 
wasn't that fond of linebacker when 1 first 
moved over last season, but Coach Rouzie’s 
a terrific coach and he did such a great job 
bringing me along that | got to where I real- 
ly liked linebacker. So I don’t haye a prefer- 
ence; I just want to play and help the team.” 

Most reserves see spring practice as a 
chance to catch a coach's eye and claim a 
spot on the depth chart, But Walker's aims 
are different. “Making a name for myself re- 
ally doesn’t mean that much to me,” he stat- 
ed. “I just want to play. My goal during 
spring is simple. I want to do the best | pos- 
sibly can at both positions, so I can be as 
prepared as | possibly can. Where | play and 
when is up to the coaches, | just want to be 
ready to help the team out any way | can, so 
we can get to the national championship.” 
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Most players, given a preference, would 
choose a different bowl game year-to-year 
for the sake of variety if nothing else. But 
the Tide squad wants nothing more than a 
repeat trip to Miami for the national cham- 
pionship game. “The Orange Bowl gave us a 
taste of it,” Walker explained. “That was a 
big-time game between two storied pro- 
grams. It was real exciting and we want to 
get back. In the weight room we'll ask, ‘Will 
that win a championship? Will that get us 
there?’ We've all picked up that attitude.” 


epeating as SEC champions would go 
R: long way towards achieving that 
oal. But as last season's events clear- 
ly demonstrated, making it through what 
promises to again be one of the toughest 
schedules in the nation will require quality 
depth. Some depth at middle linebacker 
could be provided before the season ends by 
a face quite familiar to Tide fans. 

As he lay on the ground clutching his in- 
jured knee and clenching his teeth to fight 
through the searing pain, Marvin Constant 
couldn't have known the extent of his injury. 
But he knew it was bad. Very bad. In fact, he 
had done just about as much damage to a 
knee joint as can be accomplished. Liga- 
ments are damaged and repaired in athletes’ 
knees every day. But in addition to the ACL 
and MCL damage, Constant had also torn 
his patellar tendon, the tendon that holds 
the kneecap in place, protecting the front of 
the joint. At one time such an injury would 
signal the end of an athlete's career. But in 
recent decades, medicine has made tremen- 
dous progress making possible what was 
once unthinkable. Nevertheless, recovery 


from a serious injury to the patellar tendon 
remains both painful and painstaking. Hard 
work during the rehabilitation process is 
helpful in strengthening the joint, but the 
tendon is slow to return to full strength, It 
simply takes as long as it takes. 

Fortunately, all involved agree that if any- 
one can make it back, Marvin can. “The 
trainers tell me 1 could be able to play next 
year,” Constant said. “Every day I’m getting 
stronger. The coaches have told me to just 
do what | can. If I'm able to play, that’s great. 
If not, they want me to take my time and get 
healthy. But if 1 can keep going the way I've 
been working, I think I'll be back. 

“My teammates have been real supportive, 
making sure that | keep doing what I need 
to do, They keep me from slacking off when 
| get tired. Irs hard to keep your focus when 
you've been rehabbing as long as I have. But 
if 1 can just keep working like I'm doing 
now, I shouldn't have any problems.” And 
Constant has a message for his teammates 
asked to fill in at middle linebacker in his 
absence. “Aries and Saleem won't have to 
play the inside long,” Constant said. “They'll 
soon be able to play on the outside and not 
worry with the middle. Marvin’s going to 
come back and take care of that.” 

For Constant, it’s not a question of ‘if but 
‘when.’ But whenever he returns Tide fans 
honestly shouldn't give the middle lineback- 
er position a second thought. At least not 
according to Saleem Rasheed. “The good 
thing about us is we're young and talented. 
We've got so much talent and depth in our 
linebacking corps that anybody can step in. 
The fans don’t have to worry about middle 
linebacker.” 
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Gymnastics Championship Season:

important championships down, two 

more to go. In gymnastics, the national 
championship run begins in April with the 
NCAA Central Regional competition April 1 
and the NCAA Championship Meet at Boise, 
Idaho, April 15. 

Bama opened the season with a victory in 
the Super Six, a unique gathering of the na- 
tion's top teams in Athens, Georgia. The 
Crimson Tide prepped for NCAA competi- 
tion with a convincing championship at the 
Southeastern Conference Meet. 

This Alabama gymnastics team, headed into 
NCAA post-season competition for the 19th 
year in a row, has a lot going for it. 

The Tide has outstanding depth, which has 
been key during a season when the lineup, 
for a variety of factors, has been extremely 
fluid. After nearly a decade of having two or 
three all-arounders in the lineup, Alabama 
has used six different gymnasts in the all- 
around this season. Against North Carolina, 
four members of the Tide's squad went all- 
around, the most in one meet in more than a 
decade. 

The Tide is also battle-tested. Alabama has 
faced, and beaten, each of the four teams that 
have held down the number one national 
ranking this season. The Tide itself spent 
three weeks at number one and has been no 
lower than number four during the season. 
The Tide’s season included a grueling five- 
week stretch during which the Tide compet- 
ed on the road five times. In fact, from the 
end of January all the way through February, 
Alabama competed at home just once. There 
is little the Tide hasn't seen this season, and 
nothing it hasn't handled in stride. 

The Tide is also blessed with talent. Head 
coach Sarah Patterson, in her 22nd season as 
the Tide’s mentor, considers this year’s group 
her most talented. The Tide returned four 
All-America performers from last year’s third 
place NCAA squad. Sophomore Andreé 
Pickens became the first freshman in NCAA 
history to earn five All-America nods in a sea- 
son in addition to winning the NCAA bal- 
ance beam title. Junior Lissy Smith (balance 
beam), senior Lexa Evans (floor exercise) and 
junior Dara Stewart (two-time uneven bars) 
all hold All-America credentials. 

Alabama also has a tremendous tradition of 
peaking at the right time. Perhaps no other

coach in NCAA Gymnastics history prepares 
her troops for the post season the way that 
Patterson does. For an astonishing 12 of the 
last 13 years, Alabama has finished in the top 
three at the NCAA Championships. That run 
includes three NCAA titles for Bama. 

The season hasn't been without its share of 
bumps, chief among them injuries to sopho- 
more Alexa Martinez, junior Robin Hawkins 
and sophomore Krista Gole. Martinez and 
Hawkins are lost for the season while Gole 
could return from a dislocated shoulder in 
time for the NCAA Region IV Championship, 
which Bama will host in Coleman Coliseum 
April 1. Tickets are on sale now and can be

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meets Bama started the competition on un- 
even bars and finished on the vault. 

Patterson even used the same telephone in 
the media room she had used five years earli- 
er. In 1995 she was telling Athletics Director 
Hootie Ingram of the triumph. This year she 
was giving that news to Athletics Director 
Mal Moore. 

There was more. Five years ago Patterson 
was co-SEC Coach of the Year with LSU's D-D 
Breaux. The two shared the title again this 
year. 

That's pretty much where the similarities 
end, though. In 1995, Alabama came back 
from fourth place to win the meet with an 
NCAA record yault set. Alabama won that 
title by a mere .050. This year the meet was 
in hand if the Tide was merely average. 
Instead of average, the Tide posted their sec- 
ond highest vault total of the season and won 
by .375. 

“I couldn't be more proud of this team,” 
Patterson said. “What they have endured 
throughout the season and what they have 
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overcome has made them the team they are 
today, We have great memories of all our 
Southeastern Conference championships, but 
the road we traveled to win this one make it 
the most rewarding.” 

The first champions of the double zero 
decade posted the meet'’s highest marks on 
the uneven bars (49.4) and balance beam 
(49.3). Alabama tied for top score on the 
floor exercise with Georgia (49.325) and fin- 
ished second on the vault (49,175). 

“It was a total team effort,” Patterson said. 
“Our ladies were relaxed and loose from the 
start of the warm-up. They were confident. | 
told them at the beginning of the warm-up to 
focus only themselves, because they con- 
trolled their own destiny.” 

Alabama was led by sophomore Andreé 
Pickens’ winning all-around effort, 39.6. For 
her efforts, Pickens was named SEC Gymnast 
of the Year. Pickens also won the vault and 
uneven bars, both with a 9.925, She finished 
second on the balance beam with a 9,9. She 
also earned All-SEC honors. Her three titles 
ties her for most in a season with Dee Foster 
who accomplished that feat in 1991. Foster 
was also the last Alabama gymnast to win the 
conference all-around title. 

Freshman Kristin Sterner also earned All- 
SEC honors, Her honor came on the strength 
of her third place career high 39.375 all- 
around finish. Sterner finished second on the 
floor exercise with a 9.9. 


he Tide got things started this season 

| at the Super Six Challenge. The brain- 
child of SEC Commissioner Roy 
Kramer, the Challenge was an event con- 
ceived along the lines of the Kickoff Classic 
in football or the Pre-Season NIT in basket- 
ball. Six of the nation’s powerhouses, three 
from the SEC and three at-large teams, trav- 
eled to Athens, Georgia, to battle for 
supremacy. The teams were aptly chosen. 


Alabama, Georgia, Michigan, UCLA and 
Nebraska are all ranked in the top six nation- 
ally and are considered shoo-ins for the 
NCAA Championships in April. The final 
Super Six squad, Florida, despite an injury- 
riddled season, is in the top-20. 

Alabama faced the best field ever gathered 
during the regular season and handled the as- 
signment with aplomb. While the other 
teams struggled in one or more events, the 
Tide's blend of talent and experience saw it 
through. The Crimson Tide came away with 
the victory in the inaugural event, becoming 
the first team to knock off pre-season number 
one Georgia at home since the Lady Dogs 
hosted the NCAA Championships in 1995. 
The meet was a team effort that saw 12 gym- 
nasts in the Alabama lineup. 

After starting the season on the road, the 
Tide returned to the friendly confines of 
Coleman Coliseum for a two-meet homes- 
tand against a pair of conference foes. The 
Auburn Tigers were the first to come visiting, 
Long-time Tiger mentor Robert Dillard had 
retired, giving way to Jeff Thompson, a for- 
mer LSU and Kentucky assistant. The chang- 
ing of the guard brought a new spark to the 
Tigers, but Alabama still came away with the 
win by a comfortable margin, 

The Florida Gators were the Tide’s next 
guest and its first return business of the sea- 
son. Just two weeks after the Super Six 
Challenge, Alabama took on Judi Markell’s 
Florida squad. Again the Tide came out on 
top with a balanced effort. 

Just three weeks into the season, and 
Alabama was already heading back to Athens 
to face the Georgia Bulldogs. It had been a 
tough week for the Crimson Tide leading up 
to the showdown between two of the nation’s 
all-time greatest programs. Martinez had 
surgery on her injured knee during the week, 
as did freshman Sara Scarborough, 
Scarborough’s surgery was to repair a liga- 
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ment in her knee that would allow her to re- 
turn by midseason. On top of those two 
events, Gole, who had come into her own as 
a sophomore, competing on three events for 
the Tide, landed on her shoulder during prac- 
tice two days before the Tide would face the 
Bulldogs and dislocated her shoulder. With 
three athletes out of the lineup, the Tide's 
much lauded depth would be put to the test 
against the two-time defending NCAA 
Champions. 

The meet turned out to be one of the ages. 
The Tide’ rivalry with Georgia, long the stuff 
of legend, burned its brightest in the early 
January contest. In front of more than 9,000 
fans, the two titans went at each other rou- 
tine for routine, neither team giving an inch. 
Going into the last event, Alabama trailed by 
only a tenth of a point. 

Alabama headed to the balance beam and 
Georgia the floor exercise for the last rota- 
tion. After the Tide's first gymnast fell of the 
beam, the pressure was on. To stay in the 
hunt, Alabama would haye to hit five for five 
while Georgia's crowd was erupting over the 
Lady Dogs’ floor set. Senior Gina Logan came 
up in the second spot with only one routine 
under her belt since her sophomore season. 
She hit for a 9.8 followed by a 9.825 from 
sophomore Raegan Tomasek and career best 
9.875 from Hawkins, Pickens turned up the 
heat with a career best 9.95 followed by a 
9.85 from Smith. Alabama's 49.3 was the best 
mark in the nation to that point, but it wasn’t 
enough to overtake Georgia's fan-fueled floor 
set which went for a 49.325. Alabama scored 
a 197.050 to Georgia's 197.125, the two high- 
est marks in the nation at that time. 

After the Friday meet, Alabama went to 
Auburn for a second meeting with the Tigers. 
The fire that propelled the Tide through the 
Georgia meet still burned. Behind the second 
best all-around score of her career, 39.7, 
Pickens led the Tide to a 197.0 score, the 
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third best mark in the nation to that point, 
behind the two marks laid down by Georgia 
and Alabama two nights before. In another 
example of Patterson developing the Tide’s 
depth, sophomore Natalie Barrington went 
all-around for the first time in her crimson 
career, posting a 39.325. Alabama also posted 
a season best 49.550 on the uneven bars, be- 
hind a pair of 9.95s from Barrington and ju- 
nior Dara Stewart. 

Settling into its road warrior role, Alabama 
traveled down to LSU for its third road meet 
in eight days. The meet came down to the 
last event, last competitor and it seemed as if 
the Tide had won by a mere .025 after Smith’s 
balance beam routine went for a 9.85. A meet 
official ruled that Smith’s beam routine was 
under time. A balance beam routine has to be 
between a minute and ten seconds anda 
minute and 30 seconds. The LSU official 
ruled that the routine went a minute and five 
seconds. Despite the fact that video tapes 
showed Smith’s effort went 1:15, a one-tenth 
deduction was taken and LSU claimed the 
victory 196.325-196.250. 

Alabama made a quick stop home for a 
meet against North Carolina. Junior Katie 
Hornecker made her all-around debut, com- 
peting on the balance beam for the first time 
since her senior year in high school. 
Hornecker was joined in the all-around by 
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freshman Kristin Sterner, also making her all- 
around debut, Pickens and Barrington. It 
marked the first time in more than a decade 
that Alabama had used four all-arounders. 

After the brief home respite, the Tide was 
back on the road, this time traveling cross- 
country to Arizona State. After finishing sec- 
ond to Arizona State and ahead of Utah and 
Minnesota, Patterson deemed the Tide's per- 
formance as unacceptable, saying it was time 
for the Tide to snap out of its mid-season 
slump. 

Alabama responded with an improved per- 
formance against Kentucky in Lexington. It 
marked the Tide's fifth road meet in as many 
weeks. Tomasek made her all-around debut 
for the season, winning the event with a 
39.250. Smith, troubled with a particularly 
nasty strain of the flu and its aftermath dur- 
ing the first half of the season, rebounded 
with a 9.95 effort on the balance beam. 
Stewart chipped in a career best 9.9 on the 
beam. 

Home was the next stop for the Crimson 
Tide, home and meeting number three with 
the number one-ranked Georgia Bulldogs. 
Tied at one win apiece, the Tuscaloosa match- 
up would provide the regular season tiebreak- 
er. Both teams had one loss in conference 
competition (the Super-Six Challenge count- 
ed as a conference meet, while the duo’s sec- 
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ond meeting, in Athens, was not part of the 
conference slate). The winner of the March 4 
meeting would carry the league's best record 
into the SEC Championships. 

In front of 12,316, the nation’s largest gym- 
nastics crowd of the season, Alabama ended 
the suspense early, after two rotations, 
Alabama was in firm control of the meet. 
During the first event, Alabama posted a solid 
49.0 vault score while Georgia stumbled on 
the uneven bars, posting a 48.4. Alabama 
came back in the next rotation, and posted a 
49.525 on the uneven bars to put the meet 
away. Sterner won the all-around with a 
39.250. Scarborough earned a 9.75 on the 
vault just a week after making her way back 
into the lineup against Kentucky. Pickens 
didn’t compete in the last two events of the 
night after a jarring landing on the vault. 
Before taking her bow for the night, she did 
manage to produced the fifth 10.0 score of 
her career, the third on the uneven bars. 
Alabama won the meet 196.50-195.85. 

The Tide closed out the regular season at 
home with a win over Penn State on “Senior 
Night.” Alabama posted a 196.550-195.850 
win over the Nittany Lions, Evans soared to a 
career high 9.95 on the floor exercise to close 
out her regular season career. 

And now, Alabama's champions continue 
through the Championship Season.

Tide must continue good 
recruiting, particularly 
after unexpected losses 


hat have you done for me lately? 

Coach Mark Gottfried and his staff 

might be thinking just that. Last 
year the men’s basketball program achieved 
great success in recruiling. Now the Tide 
needs to do it again. 

Last year’s haul was Rod Grizzard, Terrance 
Meade, Erwin Dudley, Schea Cotton (a group 
that made up 80 per cent of the starting line- 
up at times), and Kenny Walker. 

Although it’s not part of the recruiting pro- 
cess, when considering prospects for next 
years team one can’t help but remember the 
injury that sabotaged this season. When cen- 
ter Jeremy Hays went out early in the year 
with a knee injury, that killed realistic hopes 
for a good 1999-2000. However, because Hays 
will return for his fifth year next season, the 
Tide should be solid in the middle. 

On the other hand, Bama will have to over- 
come the loss of two players who elected to 
quit the team. Sophomores Schea Cotton and 
Sam Haginas have given up basketball at 
Alabama. 

The losses of Cotton and Haginas were un- 
expected, although it has been pointed out 
that perhaps it should not have been. Cotton, 
particularly, has a history of wanderlust, rarely 
staying in one school/basketball program for 
long. However, his one year at Bama (alter a 
year in prep school and a year in junior col- 
lege) was, for the most part, a good one, 

Cotton alluded to illness in his family as 
contributing to him leaving school in the 
middle of the semester, right after Alabama's 
ouster from the Southeastern Conference 
Tournament. However, the motivation is more 
likely the National Basketball Association. 
And while that might seem laughable to 
some, at least one draft projection has him 
going in the first round. 

Cotton's 34 points scored in the final regular 
season game at Mississippi State was his best 
and it was also the most points scored by any 
SEC player in a game in the 1999-2000 sea- 
son, He was a second team All-SEC pick by 
the Associated Press as he averaged 17.2 
points per game in league contests. He scored 
20 or more points in eight games. He aver- 
aged 15.8 points per game for the season and 
ranked fourth in the SEC in scoring, ninth in 
field goal percentage and ninth in free throw 
percentage. 

Telling his coach his heart just wasn’t in it 
anymore, Haginas decided to “retire from bas- 
ketball,” as an official statement from 
Alabama put it. 
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Schea Cotton 


The Mobile native would have been a junior 
on the Tide’S team next season. He averaged 
4.6 points and 2.8 rebounds in his two-year 
career at Alabama, starting in 10 games as a 
freshman and two as a sophomore in a season 
that included a shoulder injury that caused 
him to miss some games. He has indicated to 
Gottfried that he plans to continue to stay in 
school at Alabama. 

“Obviously, I’m disappointed Sam has decid- 
ed not to play,” said Gottfried. “I think he’s a 
fine person and he could still contribute to 
this team, But if his heart is not in it, what can 
you say? You sacrifice a lot of your time and a 
lot to your body when you play basketball at 
this level. 

“He and | had a real good discussion. | think 
he’s a great young man. It took me by sur- 
prise. We were planning on Sam being a con- 
tributor for the next couple of years. Now 
we're going to have to try and fill that spot.” 


T= current recruiting job is already under 


way with great results. In the early sign- 

ing period last November Alabama land- 
ed three new players, including one the Tide 
has to hope will make it to college. Gerald 
Wallace, who signed early with Alabama, is 
heralded as the nations number one prospect. 
He is a 6-7, 212-pounder with Vince Carter- 
like jumping ability. He averaged 28.7 points, 
13.8 rebounds, 3,9 assists, 3.8 blocked shots, 
and 3.2 steals per game as a senior with a high 
game of 59 points. For his career he had 2,477 
points (26.7 per game for 95 games), 1,236 re- 
bounds (13.0), 303 blocked shots (3.2), 309 
steals (3.3), and 264 assists (2.8) and was a 
62.5 per cent shooter from the field. 

For his play this year he was named the 
Naismith Prep Player of the Year, a national 
award presented by the Atlanta Tipoff Club, 
He led his team to a 23-9 record. He was also 
named Mr. Basketball in Alabama by the

Alabama Sports Writers Association. Wallace 
was a McDonald’ All-America. 

The big question among the Alabama faith- 
ful is whether Wallace will enter Alabama or 
go straight to the National Basketball 
Association. The Birmingham Post-Herald 
quoted a pro scout as saying that his projects 
of the first round of the NBA draft included 
21 college underclassmen and three high 
school seniors, including Wallace. However, 
other draft projections do not include Wallace 
in the first round, much less as a lottery pick. 

Gottfried said, “Every indication I get from 
Gerald and his mother is that he is coming 
here. | anticipate him being here. That is what 
they tell me. But we know there is a chance he 
will go into the NBA. That's part of what can 
happen when you recruit good players like 
that.” 

Wallace has not applied for the NBA draft. 
NCAA rules allow him to make himself eligi- 
ble for the draft, then change his mind within 
30 days of the draft and not lose eligibility. 

Wallace was also selected to the USA Junior 
National team, but withdrew from that team 
for personal reasons. Lronically, his place was 
taken by another top Alabama prep star, Mario 
Austin of Sumter County. Austin figures into 
Alabama recruiting almost as much as 
Wallace. Last August Austin committed to 
Alabama, effectively ending any reason (or 
chance) for Bama to recruit another inside 
player. When Austin made a surprising change 
in November, signing with Mississippi State, 
Alabama’ recruiting situation was damaged. 

Nevertheless, there is other good Alabama 
recruiting news from the early period. 

Another early signee is Demetrius Smith (6- 
3, 200) of Callaway High School in Hogan- 
ville, Georgia. He is a combination point and 
shooting guard who raised his game this year 
to averaged 23.3 points, nine rebounds, nine 
assists and three steals per game. He shot 45 
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per cent from the three point arc and ranks 
number 54 in the nation by Recruiting Beat, 
Many have compared him to a younger Latrell 
Sprewell. He also is the quarterback on his 
football team. 

Dan Banko of Montgomery Bell Academy in 
Nashville was considered a sleeper when 
Bama inked him in the early period, but he 
improved his game as a senior, He is a 6-10, 
210-pounder who shot 57 per cent from the 
floor and averaged 12 points and 3 blocked 
shots per game as a senior. 


Fe forward to the task at hand, adding 


one to three or even more players in the 

spring signing period, April 5 through 
May 11. A men’ basketball team can haye 13 
players on scholarship. It is not impossible that 
Alabama might have more attrition. Alfred 
Moss will have to earn his degree before next 
fall in order to have another year of eligibility. 
There have been rumors that guard D.J. Towns 
intends to transfer, Travis Stinnett has missed 
two years with an injury and there are no guar- 
antees he will be able to play in 2000-2001, 

Alabama coaches are reportedly looking 
both at high school seniors who were not 
signed in the early period and at junior col- 
lege prospects. 

Gottfried said, “It has been a busy spring. 
I've been on the road more this spring than | 
ever have as a head coach,” 

The prime target for the second half will be 
the highest rated remaining player left, Darius 
Rice. Rice is a 6-10, 205-pound forward who 
has an inside presence, but can also shoot 
from the wings. He hails from Lanier High 
School in Jackson, Mississippi. The departure 
of Schea Cotton has opened the door for 
Alabama, and the opportunity to replace 
Cotton in the starting lineup is available for 
him. He averaged 27 points, 10 rebounds, 3 
blocks and 3 assists as a senior. He is consider- 
ing Mississippi State, Memphis, Kentucky, 
Miami and Arkansas in addition to Alabama, 

Rice told All Stay Report that Alabama had 
recruited him last summer, but dropped out 
after Wallace and Austin committed, “Coach 
Gottfried was actually the second coach to 
call me last year,” he said. With the losses of 
Cotton and Austin, Rice can see immediate 
playing time. “I'm definitely going to look at 
them and check them out,” he said. “The 
ideal situation for me is a coach that I'm 
comfortable with and plenty of good minutes 
as a freshman,” 

Rice, who said a torn ligament in his hand is 
90 per cent healed, will also compete in the 
McDonalds All-America game. 

Bama was also involved with another top per- 
former in Mississippi, Tim Bowers, shooting 
guard, 6-+, 180 from Harrison Central High 
School in Gulfport. He has drawn favorable 
comparisons to former 76er great, Andrew 
Toney, He led his team to the state champi- 
onship over a great Jackson Murrah team led by 
junior star Maurice Williams. As a senior Bowers 
averaged 23 points, 10 rebounds, 5 assists, and 
steals per game. He was being courted by 
Alabama, Mississippi State, Kentucky, San Diego 
State, Ole Miss, LSU. After his visit to 
Mississippi State, he selected the Bulldogs. 

Although after Gerald Wallace and Mario 
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Austin there was a dropdown in interest in 
Alabama high school seniors, it is possible that 
Alabama is still interested and involved in 
some of the in-state prep talent, Among those 
who have been mentioned as prospects are: 

Tavaress Childs, point guard, 5-10, 175 
from Francis Marion High School in Marion. 
He is a smooth operating point man who is 
widely known as a scoring machine. He aver- 
aged 22 points a game and led his team to the 
state playoffs. He is a major prospect who is 
getting hard looks from Alabama, Georgia, 
South Carolina, and Texas. He may have to go 
the junior college route. 

Rod Flowers, forward, 6-7, from Butler High 
School in Huntsville. The top prospect in the 
North Alabama region and a player that plays 
a finesse style, but always seems to get his 
points ( 15.0 average), he has been reported 
as committed to Cincinnati. 

Antoine Pettway, point guard, 6-0, 165 from 
Wilcox Central High School in Camden, He was 
the floor leader for a state champion team that 
came out of obscurity to win it all. He averaged 
[5 points, 7 assists, and 5 steals per contest. 

Emmitt Thomas, swingman, 6-4, 205 from 
John Carroll High School in Birmingham. He 
was a heralded prospect starting his senior 
season, but did not have a good year shooting. 
He is best suited for the transition game- 
Schools reported involved with him include 
Alabama-Birmingham, College of Charleston, 
Wyoming, and South Carolina, 

Asa Woods, combo guard, 6-3, 185 from 
Dora High School in Jasper. Perhaps the state's 
best remaining prospect, he is a good ball-han- 
dler and shooter. He is reportedly interested in 
Alabama, Alabama-Birmingham, lowa State, 
Houston, Arkansas and Florida State.

He averaged 19 points and 2 
steals per game. He also is qualified with a 
17.5 score on the ACT. He is getting pursued

Ellis Myles, power forward, 6-7, 235 from 
Centennial High School in Compton, 
California, A national recruit, he has drawn in- 
terest from Alabama and several more. He is a 
ruler under the boards, and he is hard to stop 
in the paint.

She averaged 21 points, 8 assists 
and 6 steals for a team thai finished 27-4 last 
season. She shot +6 per cent from three-point 
range. She has a 3.7 grade point average. 

Some familiar names and places are possibly 
a part of Alabama's spring recruiting effort. 
Among those being linked with Bama are a 
couple of previous signees who were not able 
to enter The University. 

Sparkle Smith, a 6-0 inside player who 
starred at Murray-Wright High School in 
Detroit before going to Trinity Valley 
Community College in Texas, signed with the 
Tide last year, but failed to earn her junior 
college degree.

Robert Scott Foundation 

Alabama Men's Basketball Coach Mark 
Goutfried has announced the formation of 
the Robert Scott Foundation and the Mark 
Gotutried Celebrity Golf Tournament to ben- 
efit the new foundation. 

The foundation is named in honor of Tide 
Assistant Coach Robert “Rah Rah” Scott. 
Scott, who is valiantly battling stomach can- 
cer, was a standout player for the Crimson 
Tide from 1976-80, then went on to become 
a fourth round draft pick by the Golden 
State Warriors. Scout has coached at Hayes 
High School and West End High School in 
his native Birmingham and was an assistant 
coach at Alabama-Birmingham before re- 
turning to The Capstone two years ago. 

“We want to establish a scholarship fund 
for people who find themselves in situations 
similar to Robert's,” Gottfried said, “Treat- 
ment for major illnesses like cancer take a 
toll on the victims financially. The last thing 
they need to worry about while battling to 
recover is if the money they are spending on 
medical treatment is going to affect their 
dream of sending their kids to college. That 
goes lor any financial hardship a family en- 
dures,” 

The first act of the foundation will be the 
Mark Goufried Celebrity Golf Tournament, 
August 27-28 at Limestone Springs in 
Oneonta. The tournament hosted by 
Gottfried and organized by the Birmingham- 
based Bruno Event Team will be an opportu- 
nity for individuals to play a round of golf 
and rub elbows with former Alabama and 
NBA players and other personalities, 

Goutried said. “Anybody who knows 
Robert knows how important kids are to 
him and how many wonderful things he’s 
done for the youth in this state. | know how 
our players feel about him, and | know its a 
respect and fondness shared by the players 
he’s coached at UAB, at Hayes and at West 
End. And there are so many other lives he’s 
touched through his work with the 
Birmingham Night League.” 

The Birmingham Night League is aimed at 
getting Birmingham youth off the streets 
and into the gyms to play sports at night. 
Scott devoted his nights after work to that 
program. 

The foundation will have a board of direc- 
tors that will include a diverse group ol sup- 
porters and business leaders, as well as 
Gottfried and other former Alabama basket- 
ball players. Based on a specific set of guide- 
lines established to select qualified recipi- 
ents, the board will determine who will re- 
ceive scholarship monies each year. 

An anonymous booster in Tuscaloosa has 
pledged up to $30,000 in matching funds 
for the first monies raised in Tuscaloosa 
County. 

Additional activities are planned around 
the golf tournament that will also benefit 
the foundation. One is a “free throw shoot- 
ing pledge,” where Gottlried will attempt 
500 [ree throws. Pledges will be based on

No Freshman Honors? 

The Southeastern Conference men’s bas- 
ketball coaches did a lot of choosing this 
season, but one thing they didn’t choose was 
anyone from Alabama. Now, no one would 
argue that the Crimson Tide was a good bas- 
ketball team. But the now-=departed Schea 
Cotton, a sophomore, was picked by the 
Associated Press for second team All-SEC, 
then didn't make any of the three teams se- 
lected by the coaches. 

The coaches also selected a Freshman All- 
SEC squad and, surprisingly. no Bama play- 
ers were on it. Certainly there were a num- 
ber of fine freshmen players in the SEC this 
year, but the Alabama squad of Coach Mark 
Gottfried seemed to have several legitimate 
candidates. Consider: 

Rod Grizzard was the national player of the 
week in leading the Tide to upsets over na- 
tional powers Auburn and Tennessee in the 
same week. He ranked second among all SEC 
freshmen in scoring at 13.2 points per game. 
He also ranked fourth among the league's 
freshmen in rebounding at 5.1 per game. 

Terrance Meade was right behind Grizzard 
in scoring, tied with Kentucky's fine Keith 
Bogans at third in the league in freshman 
scoring at 11.5 points per game, He also led 
the SEC (all players, not just freshmen) in 
three-point field goal shooting percentage, 
42.3 per cent (60 of 142). 

Erwin Dudley was tied for filth in the 
league in scoring (with Florida’s Donnell 
Harvey) among freshmen at 10.4 points per 
game. Dudley, who led the entire league in 
rebounding in SEC vs. SEC games for most 
of the season, is the league's freshman re- 
bounding leader with 8.5 rebounds a game, 
He’s had 10 or more rebounds in eight 
games this season, 

In SEC vs. SEC game stats among the 
freshmen, Meade ranks second in scoring at 
14.6 points a game and Grizzard is third at 
13.8 points. Dudley leads in rebounding at 
8.4 per conference game, and Meade is 
fourth at 5,1 rebounds a game. 

One theory shared in the press room at the 
SEC Tournament is that Alabama’s freshmen 
split each others votes. 


Academic All-SEC 

Two Bama men’s basketball players who 
were unable to play this year made good use 
of their off-the-court last year and were 
named to the Academic All-SEC team. A 
player must have a 3,0 or higher grade point 
average lor the last full year to be eligible. 
Senior Jeremy Hays, who played in just four 
games before a knee injury ended his sea- 
son, had a 3.17 grade point average in man- 
agement. Soph Travis Stinnett, who missed 


the entire season with a recurring injury, 
also had a 3,17 GPA with a major in pre- 
business. 


Women’s Basketball Honorees 

A pair of Alabama women’s basketball 
players earned post-season honors from the 
Southeastern Conference as Shondra 
Johnson and Kari Belcher were listed among 
the league’ elite. 

Johnson, a sophomore from New Orleans, 
was named to the All-SEC second team in a 
vote of the league's coaches. A starter all 
year for the Tide, Johnson was the team’s 
leading scorer and rebounder in conference 
play and reached double-digit points in nine 
of the 12 games in which she played. She 
also ranked second in SEC play with five as- 
sists per game. Her selection to the All-SEC 
team marks the 12th consecutive season that 
a Tide player has been named to the league's 
all-star team. Johnson missed Bama’s last 
two regular season games with a dislocated 
shoulder. 

Senior guard Kari Belcher earned 
Academic All-SEC. From Mt. Olive, Belcher 
garnered the honor with a 3.25 grade point 
average as a food nutrition major. 


Alabama Connection 

Former Alabama men's basketball standout 
T.R. Dunn, a longtime assistant coach in the 
NBA, is now the head coach of the women's 
WNBAS Charlotte Sting. And Dunn is stock- 
ing his roster with fellow alumni. Dunn al- 
ready had former Tide star Niesa Johnson on 
his roster, and one of his first moves was to 
trade for former Bama All-American 
Shalonda Enis. Rumor is that Dunn would 
also like to swing a deal to acquire another 
former Alabama star, Dominique Canty. 


Track Success 

The Alabama men’s track team of Coach 
Harvey Glance finished filth at this year’s 
NCAA Indoor Track and Field Champion- 
ships, the highest national finish in Bama 
history. The Tide has finished in the top ten 
three times previously, ninth in 1974, sixth 
in 1977 and also filth in 1978. Bama had 
been projected to finish 13th at the national 
indoor competition. 

The distance medley relay team, composed 
of Tim Broe, John Williamson, Cori Loving 
and Dereik Edwards, finished second with a 
time of 9:30.10. The time is the second 
fastest ever by any distance medley relay 
team composed of four collegiate Americans 
and is a school record. The four individuals 
earned All-America, part of a school record 
12 performers earning that honor. Others 
were: 

Ron Bramlett finished third in the 60 
meter hurdles with a time of 7.72. Jeremy 
Taylor was sixth (25-6) and Miguel Pate 
eighth (25-1) in the long jump. Broe was 
second in the 3,000-meter run (7:57-3). 
Taylor, Javon Dixon, Loving and Randy Farr 
were sixth in the 4x400 meter relay 
(3:08.48), 
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Gymnastics Scholars 

Alabama gymnasts dominated on the floor 
and in the classroom this year. In addition to 
winning the SEC championship, Tiders had 
a league record 12 Academic All-SEC 
performers. The Crimson Tide ran its all- 
time total to a league-leading 96 Academic 
All-SEC gymnasts since the inception of the 
awards in 1984. 

To earn the honor an athlete must be at 
least a sophomore in academic standing and 
carry a 3.0 or higher grade point average, 
Every eligible Alabama gymnast earned the 
honor, (Two freshmen could not qualify.) 
This marks the second consecutive season 
every eligible Alabama gymnast has earned 
the honor. 

Senior Gina Logan, who is a fifth-year se- 
nior alter starting with the gymnastics team 
as a sophomore, became the first Alabama 
gymnast to earn four career honors. Logan's 
classmate, Lexa Evans, earned her third 
honor on the strength of a perfect 4.0 GPA. 
Juniors Robin Hawkins, Katie Hornecker, 
Lissy Smith and Dara Stewart all earned 
their second Academic All-SEC designation. 
Sophomores Natalie Barrington, Krista Gole, 
Alexa Martinez, Whitney Morgan, Andreé 
Pickens and Raegan Tomasek all earned the 
honor for the first time. 


Scholar-Athlete Finalists 

Each year each SEC school selects a male 
and female student-athlete to receive a 
335,000 SEC Post-Graduate Scholarship and 
become a finalist for one of the two (one 
male, one female) H, Boyd McWhorter SEC 
Seholar-Athlete of the Year Award, The 
McWhorter Award is a $10,000 post-gradu- 
ate scholarship. 

Alabama’s nominees this year are goller 
Elizabeth Johnson in golf and swimmer 
Mark Jollands in swimming and diving. 


An Alabama Man For AD 

The University of Kentucky conducted a 
nationwide search for a replacement to retir- 
ing C.M, Newton and came up with 
Newton’s hand-picked successor, a man with 
two degrees [rom Alabama. 

Larry lvy, 56, is a native of Huntsville. He 
earned his undergraduate degree from 
Alabama in 1967 and his MBA from The 
Capstone in 1968. Ivy joined the stalf at 
Kentucky the following year and became an 
assistant athletics director in 1976. He is 
serving as senior associate athletics director 
under Newton. 

Newton, formerly head basketball coach at 
Bama, has been athletics director at his alma 
mater for the past 11 years, He has an- 
nounced his retirement effective June 30. 


Bockrath Hired 

Former Alabama Athletics Director Bob 
Bockrath is now the athletics director and 
chairman of the health and physical educa- 
tion department at Yavapai College in 
Prescott, Arizona. The school is a communi- 
ty college participating in six sports. 

Bockrath resigned his position at Alabama 
last September alter having been hired June 
7, 1996, 


Freshman All-America 
Freshman diver Lane Bassham, Alabama's 
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lone competitor in this year’s Women's 
NCAA Swimming and Diving Champion- 
ships, earned All-America as she finished 
seventh on the three-meter board. She was 
also an honorable mention All-America on 
the one-meter board with an 11th place fin- 
ish. She accounted for 18 points and put 
Alabama in 27th place. 


Short But Sweet 

Shelley Laird was nearly perfect in the 
Tide's 10-0 softball victory over Long Island 
on March 9. Laird threw a no-hitter for 
Bama in a game that went five innings. She 
walked two batters and struck out nine. The 
no-hitter was the first in Crimson Tide soft- 
ball history, Bama got all the offense it 
would need when Christy Kyle hit a grand 
slam home run in the first inning. 


All-Tournament Members 

Members of Pat Murphy's softball team 
have had a lot of success as the Crimson 
Tide rolled to a 13th national ranking and 
four tournament titles. 

In the Metrodome Classic, Bama had live 
all-tournament performers, including MVP 
Shelley Laird. Others selected were Jennifer 
Reach, Suzanne Olcott, Ginger Jones and 
Kelly Kretsechman. In the North Carolina 
Triangle Classic, Kretschman was MVP and 
she was joined on the all-tournament team 
by Jones and Melissa Bautista. In the Bama 
Bash, Reach and Christy Kyle were all-tour- 
nament. And in the Crimson Classic, Kyle 
was MVP and was joined by Laird, 
Kretschman and Lacy Prejean. 


Spring Volleyball 

The volleyball team of Coach Judy 
Green, which returns its entire team for 
next season, opened its spring tournament 
schedule with a perfect 4-0 record. The 
Tide will conclude its off-season slate with 
tournaments at Louisville (April 8) and in 
the ACC/SEC Spring Challenge in Athens, 
Georgia, (April 15).

Alabama Volleyball Coach Judy Green an- 
nounced the hiring of Michelle Durban as 
an assistant coach for the Crimson Tide pro- 
gram. 

Durban comes to Alabama following a 
three-year stint (1997-99) as an assistant 
coach at Butler University, Prior to entering 
the coaching profession, she was a standout 
volleyball player at Indiana University. 

A four-year letler-winning setter at 
Indiana, Durban finished her career as the 
Hoosiers’ all-time assist leader, She earned 
All-Big Ten and Big Ten All-Acacdemic team 
accolades, In addition, she served as presi- 
dent of Indiana's student-athlete advisory 
board and represented the university on the 
Big Ten advisory board.
